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Kennedy Inquest 


To Open Sept. 3 


EDGARTOWN, Mass. (AP) — A court inquest is 
to open Sept. 3 into the death of Mary Jo Kopechne, 
drowned July 18 when Sen. Edward M. Kennedy’s 
car ran off a bridge into a tidal pool. 
The date was set by Judge Jam es A. Bovle Fri­ 
day after a meeting with Dist. Atty. Edmund Dinis, 
who invoked the law that allows district attorneys 
to 
"require” 
courts 
to conduct 
inquests 
in ac­ 
cidental deaths. 
Dinis said he called for the inquest to determine 
positively the cause of the death and the circum ­ 
stances surrounding the accident. 
Dinis 
had 
said 
earlier 
he 
planned 
to 
call 
Kennedy as a witness along with others who attend­ 
ed the cookout party the night of July 18 on Chap- 
paquiddick Island. 
But he said Friday that Kennedy was not among 
the 15 witnesses he plans to call. He said he would 
not rule out the possibility of calling the senator, 
however. 


Kennedy has said he will cooperate with an in­ 
quest in every way possible. He canceled a planned 
trip to Europe to bp on hand if needed. 
Dints has spoken with Pennsylvania authorities 
about exhuming the body of Miss Kopechne for an 
autopsy.

When Miss Kopechne’s body was recovered from 
the sunken Kennedy c a r the morning after the 
crash, she was pronounced dead of drowning, and 
an aide in Dims’ office released the body without 
an autopsy.

dem onstrators pounded on 
the a r ­ 
mory door'- shortly after the prime m inister entered 
the building to attend a fund-raising dinner. 
Trudeau went inside surrounded by security men 
after he was unsuccessful in an attem pt to speak 
to the dem onstrators from the top of a sound truck. 
The dem onstrators had gathered in front of the 
arm ory long before Trudeau arrived, carrying pla­ 
cards condemning 
"C anadian 
complicity” in 
the 
Vietman war. 
No one was arrested.

Tax Plan Failure Angers Demos 
Bills Swamp Reagan's Desk 
As Legislature Adjourns

Hour after hour Friday, and 
into this morning, the Republi­ 
can-controlled Senate and 
As­ 
sembly sent scores of m easures 
to the GOP governor's desk. 
Among the final bills passed 
were ones to discipline college 
cam pus troublem akers and to 
g've taxpayers a 10 per cent,

break next April. 
Republican Assembly Speak­ 
er Robert T. Monagan of Tracy 
told his colleagues in a closing 
cerem ony, "I think that when 
the final analysis is m ade, we

I think we 
can say that we’ve done our 
w ork.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon wants a 
‘New Fed­ 
eralism ” that will ship tax dol­ 
lars and job program s out of 
Washington but nationalize the 
welfare system and give every 
poor family a basic income. 
The heart of the President’s 
domestic proposals, announced 
in his broadcast Friday night, is 
a federal income guarantee of 
$1,600 a y ear to a family of four, 
plus supplements until earnings 
reach 
$3,920—-provided 
the 
breadw inner is willing to work. 
His new 
“ family assistance 
p ro g ram ” 
and 
other 
reform s 
would supplant the present aid 
to dependent children program , 
subsidize the working poor for 
the first time and add $4 billion 
a year to the present $4.2 billion 
federal welfare bill. Welfare re­ 
cipients would m ore than double 
to 22.4 million. 


Gradual Assignment

City's Insurance 
Premiums Raised 


ONTARIO — An increase in jury awards and 


outstanding claim s against the City of Ontario has 


resulted in a 99.4 per cent increase in the city’s 


insurance costs. 


The Pacific Indemnity Company has presented 
a $77,913 premium rate for fiscal year 1970 as com­ 
pared with a rate of $39,065 for last year. 
Records in the office of city Finance Director A. 
C. Gabriel show that during the past four years 
Ontario has paid a total premium of $132,621, while 
the company has paid out and incurred obligations 
of $232,546. The deficit for the company is $99,925. 
Asked if the present policy had been offered for 
bids, Gabriel said it had not been this year be­ 
cause of the claim situation. Bids will be solicit­ 
ed next year, however, as directed by City Council 
action. 
Wendell C. Close, of Close Insurance, 
l o c a l 
agency for Pacific Indemnity, said, “The last 12 
months 
have 
been the worst 
in the history 
of 
Ontario in number of claim s and dollar value.” 
The largest judgment ever approved by a jury 
against the city was made July 23 when a $80,000 
award went to Thomas Gleason. Gleason had been 
a passenger in an automobile involved in an acci­ 
dent with a city police car in October 1967. 
In addition to that claim , the company has paid 
out $22,775.45 on 21 other settlem ents during the 
nine month period, July 
1968 to March of this 
year. There are about 35 open cases with a value 
in excess of $2 million presently on file.
